(From 1963 Principal’s Report) 


I appreciate this opportunity to extend 
to you congratulations on the many achie- 
vements of the Association of Alumni 
during the past year. These attainments 
reflect with great credit on Sir George, and 
my colleagues and I am very grateful to 
the Association for this continued interest 
and these worthy contributions to the life 
of the University. 

We have noted, with pride, such signi- 
ficant events as ‘The Silver Anniversary 
Reunion’’, the second Annual Kenneth E. 
Norris Memorial Lecture and the recent 
Fashion Show. The special dinner taking 
place on May 15th to present Life Mem- 
berships to five distinguished Governors 
and Faculty members is welcomed as 
another event, of major importance, to be 
conducted by the Association. 

The University is also very grateful to 
the Association of Alumni for such tangible 
evidence of support as the Hodge Memo- 
rial Trophy Case, the head in bronze of 
our Jate Principal, Dr. K. E. Norris, and 
the funds provided by the Alumni Library 
Campaign. Presentations such as these are 
of immeasurable assistance to the Univer- 
sity in enhancing its facilities and making 
available funds for projects that would 
otherwise be impossible or on much more 
modest scale than the situation demands. 
The continuance of the Student Loan 
Fund and the usual Alumni receptions 
after the Spring and Fall Convocations 
were other deeply appreciated contribu- 
tions made by the Association to the 
University. 

I am pleased to report to you that your 
University has continued to make good 
progress. Enrollment has increased, as is 
the usual annual custom, but even more 
important have been the developments in 
the basic academic activity of Sir George. 
Honours Courses commenced in the Fall 
of 1962 in the fields of Chemistry, Zoology 
and Mathematics-Physics; and Economics 


and English will offer Honours Courses 
beginning in September 1963. An able 
Committee, under the chairmanship of the 
Vice-Principal, is giving intensive atten- 
tion to possible fields of advanced study. 
The new ten-storey building expansion 
programme on the Burnside - Bishop - 
McKay site is progressing favourably; 
zoning by-laws are in the process of amend- 
ment by the City, the Provincial Govern- 
ment has assured us of financial support 
and a public campaign for the remaining 
funds required has been announced for the 
Spring of 1964. I am now confident that 
construction will proceed according to 
plan and the new building will be ready 
for use in 1966; not any too soon in view of 
the needs and demands of our times. 

The faculty has been increased numeri- 
cally and, I believe, has been strengthened 
in quality. The several changes in adminis- 
trative responsibility that occurred last 
summer have worked out well. I can assure 
you of the loyal and devoted service that 
continues to be rendered to Sir George by 
its full-time and part-time faculty and 
staff; many of them, of course, having 
acquired the “Georgian spirit’”’ as under- 
graduate students at this University. The 
others of us who were not fortunate enough 
to have graduated from Sir George have 
caught this precious spirit from the 
graduates, students and “Georgian’’ col- 
leagues. 

In conclusion, may I again say, officially 
and personally, how much Sir George is 
indebted to the Association of Alumni for 
its fine achievements during the past year 
and for the evidence of great potential 
support for the University. I would espe- 
cially congratulate the President, the 
officers and committees, the active mem- 
bers and the Executive Director for this 
fine record and a job well done. To all of 
you I extend my best wishes for good 
health and every success in all of your 
endeavours.

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DOES TRAINING IN 
THE SCIENCES 
LEAD TO AGNOSTICISM?

For some time now, I have pondered 
this question, and while I am still no closer 
to a definitive answer concerning it, | am 
prepared to do what we are taught to do 
in science, namely, the facts. 
First let me relate, however, why I should

place. Whenever I have expressed honest 
doubt about or questioned anything writ- 
ten in the Bible, I have invariably been 
admonished with a blanket condemnation 
“that you ‘scientists’ always think you 
know all the answers’, and that ‘‘were it 
not for you ‘scientists’ the world wouldn't 
be in the mess that it is in.’’ Although I 
cannot presume to the lofty title of being

knows all the answers. In fact, it is 
precisely for the opposite reason—namely, 
that he does not know most of the answers, 
that he engages in the business of being a 
scientist. As a scientist, he must rigorously 
apply the scientific method to anything 
that comes within his experience. He must 
rigorously examine all things in the light 
of his awareness of these things, without 





bias—accepting what is consistent with 
known facts, and rejecting what is incon- 
sistent. This does not mean, however, that 
science is an inflexible, rigid discipline. 
Quite the opposite is true. While the 
methods of science are rigid and inflexible, 
scientific thought, ideas, concepts and 
hypothesis are being modified constantly— 
but this modification is always done in 
the light of new facts. I have often heard 
it said ‘‘well you used to believe such and 
such, how come that you no longer believe 
this )”’ This is as it should be. In order to 
be truly scientific, one must be, as it were, 
constantly putting one’s house in order. 
To do so requires a constant re-examining 
of the views which one has held on a par- 


ticular point. Truth is the essence of 


science, and a truth must be true every- 
where or it is not true anywhere. It is the 
constant searching after truth which tends 





to stigmatize scientists, in the eyes of so 


many people, as being necessarily atheists

produce so many 
technology and public health, as to defy 
enumeration. No, it is not science which 
has the world in a mess. It is the misuse of 
laid 





science by non-scientists which has 
bare the threat that Man may destroy 
himself within our lifetime. The develop- 
ment, by scientists, of the capacity by 
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Man to release thermonuclear energy, 
was not, in my view, intended by the 
scientists who worked on “the bomb” for 
use against Man. Rather, it is my convic- 
tion, that by developing such a horrendous 
article as an atomic bomb, they hoped that 
it would be possible to shock Man into 
accepting the ultimatum—‘‘Peace in the 
world or the world in pieces.” 


I tire of people who try to define the 
boundaries for scientific exploration. There 
is a great hue and cry in evidence today 
that here we are probing outer space, 
when we have so many problems which 
are begging for a solution here on earth. 
Why go to the Moon when we haven't 
conquered Cancer or heart disease ? Why 
should we spend billions on developing 
more heinous weapons of destruction, 
when two-thirds of the world’s population 
goes to bed hungry every night ? IT cannot 
answer these questions which are socio- 
euthenic, and could be better answered 
by a social scientist. I can attempt, how- 
ever, to answer the criticism as to the 
extent to which Man should probe the 
unknown. My answer is simply this. I 
believe that the limits of Man’s probing 
should be defined only by the limits of his 
imagination. Suppose that Columbus had 
continued to believe that the world was 
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flat? Or suppose that Paul Erlich, Louis 
Pasteur, Joseph Lister, Newton, Galileo, 
Einstein, Fermi or any of the great scien- 
tists had ceased to probe? Suppose that 
each, in his time, had adopted the view 
that what was then known represented all 
that was to be known? The answer to 
these queries is obvious. If we knew 
enough in the 17th century to have ceased 
our probing there, we would have had to 
accept 17th century Public Health stan- 
dards, for example, today. Need I protract 
my point further ? 


Now let me turn to the fundamental 
question—does training in science lead to 
agnosticism? As I have stated at the 
outset, I cannot give a definitive answer. 
What I can say is that as a disciple of 
science, it is my contention that anything 
which is presented for widespread accept- 
ance, must be supported by the weight of 
evidence. Otherwise, it is either to be 
rejected outright, or held in abeyance. 
This, I think, represents the position of 
many of us who are engaged in the field 
of science. We don’t know, and not know- 
ing, we cannot either accept or reject. In 
this sense, therefore, we are agnostic. I 
must, however, temper the term some- 
what, in that it seems to be to be too 
severe a term to truly describe our position. 
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It is not as though we are playing it safe 
or adopting a wait and see attitude. 
Rather, it is that we have not been able 
to fully evaluate the evidence presented. 
On the one hand, one cannot investigate 
any field of science and not be impressed 
with, indeed amazed by, the orderliness of 
events. Such order could hardly have been 
by chance. Yet it is this very order which 
makes it difficult, if not altogether impos- 
sible, for us to accept an anthropomorphic 
view of God. Can any of us truly say that 
he can imagine a unique being who can 
control, at one and the same time, all of 
the myriad complex functions which occur 
simultaneously through the universe in a 
given instant? Theologians will tell you 
that it is a matter of faith. They will tell 
you that it is written, that there are 
temporal things which are beyond Man’s 
capacity to ponder. The scientist adopts 
the position that the alleged temporal 
mediation of events has not been proved, 
and that in the absence of proof, such 
claims must be held in abeyance. Is this 
agnosticism ? Perhaps it is but personally, 
I do not think it is quite that. You see, as 
I stated earlier, the scientific method 
permits one to accept something as a 
working hypothesis, subject of course to

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BOARD ROOM NEWS 


G. C. Donaldson presented his report 
on the March 14th meeting of the Board 
of Governors as follows: a) Report on 
Developments of Expansion Plans: Dr. 
Tait reported that the architects are 
making progress and that they are being 
urged to lose no time. It is possible that 
contracts may be split to allow the building 
to proceed on a partial basis while the rest 
of the plans are being made. Principal Rae 
then reported on his visit to Quebee and 
indicated that there is a feeling of complete 
accord with the Quebec authorities. 
Quebec approves of the proposed architec- 
tural design. (b) Spring Convocation: The 
speaker for Spring Convocation is Mr. 
Gérin-Lajoie. As in previous years, Con- 
vocation will be held in the Hussars 
Armoury. c) Report of Personnel Commit- 
tee: The Personnel Committee reported 
on various appointments being made to 
the full-time teaching staff of the Univer- 
sity. The Committee also recommended 
changing part-time teaching policy from 
an hourly fee to a course fee basis. They 


noted that our present rates are unfavour- 
ably low in comparison with other univer- 
sities, and recommended that we increase 
the rates to a flat course fee. d) Report 
from the Faculty Council: Vice-Principal 
Clarke noted that we were now running 
into the final phase of the year and that 
examinations would begin on April 22nd. 
He reported that two of our students, Mr. 
Edward Farrant and Mr. Abraham Fox, 
had obtained Woodrow Wilson fellowships 
and that Mr. Joel Hart had received an 
honorable mention. Messrs. Fox and Hart 
had also received Canada Council grants. 
He further reported that Mr. Richard 
Todd, a third-year engineering student of 
this University, had won first prize at an 
Engineering Institute of Canada annual 
students’ night in competition for presen- 
tation of a technical paper, against stu- 
dents from all other Quebec universities. 
Professor Clarke noted with some regret 
the retirement of Dr. Bridges to take effect 
September 1, 1963. In view of Dr. Bridges’ 
invaluable services over a long period of 
time to the University both professionally 


and in council, it was moved, seconded 
and carried that Professor Bridges receive 
the title of Professor Emeritus upon his

470 RECEIVE DIPLOMAS 
250 Get BA Degrees 


Bachelor degrees in Arts, Science and 
Commerce were awarded to 470 successful 
students at the convocation of Sir George 
Williams University on Friday, May 31, 
at the Royal Canadian Hussars’ Armory, 
Cote des Neiges road. 

In addition, 37 other students received 
certificates and diplomas in Arts, Science, 
Commerce, Engineering and Association 
Science. 

This year’s graduating class is the largest 
in the history of S@WU. Last year there 
were 440 receiving degrees and 45 receiv- 
ing diplomas. 

The breakdown of this year’s class 
reveals that 250 received B.A. degrees, 
111 B.Sc., degrees, 119 B.Com., degrees, 
16 Certificates in Engineering, 14 Diplo- 
mas of Associate in Arts, four Diplomas of 
Associate in Science and three Diplomas 
of Associate in Commerce. 

The diplomas in Arts, Science and Com- 
merce are for students who have completed 
their programs after two years of univer- 
sity studies, while those in Association 
Science are awarded to students who have 
completed their degree in Arts and have 
followed a program which prepares them 
for certificates for secretaryship in the 
YMCA. 

At the convocation ceremonies, the 
students were addressed by Quebec’s 
Minister of Youth Paul Gérin-Lajoie.

In the opinion of most, an unqualified 
success from a program point of view. 

During the Reunion, several presenta- 
tions were made to the University: ‘““The 
Hodge Memorial Trophy Case’’, a bronzed 
head of the late Dr. K. E. Norris and a 
cheque for the library. 

Mr. Nichols was given the ‘Guinea 
Pig’ award for his efforts. 


Grad Receptions: 

As in the past, the Association spon- 
sored, for the University, the Spring and 
Fall Graduate Receptions. The Spring 
Reception was held in the Windsor Hotel 
with about 2500 individuals present, the 
largest to date. The Fall Reception was 
held in Birks Hall with about 500 gradu- 
ates and friends present.

Association of Alumni of S.G.W.U. This is 
the first Charter granted so far. 

On Friday, February 15th, 1963, N. J.

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ACCENT ON VOCATIONAL 
TRAINING 





As a first step in the evolution of our educational system, the Minister of Youth established the principle that 
all children have an equal right to the same caliber of education in keeping with their aptitudes and their 
ambitions wherever they may live. In furtherance of this aim, the principle of regional schools was formulated 
permitting a truly democratic approach to education. The regional school board makes it possible to provide 
a better education to all young people at a lower cost in all areas and all branches of high school education. 
Since the publication of the report of the Committee on Technical and Vocational Education, we can look 
forward to significant changes in the programmes of education and guidance, which will be provided for the 
youth of Quebec. A new foundation has been established for the aims of education: no child should leave school 
without having received a minimum of vocational training, rendering him capable of fulfilling a useful function 
on the labor market. 

Thus, having assumed a major role in the development of general education, the Department of Youth is now 
undertaking the development of vocational training. 

This new undertaking in no way conflicts with the course of action already outlined by the Department, since 
vocational education will be developped within the framework of the regional school concept.

Viewed in retrospect, the past year 
might not be considered an outstanding 
one if measured in terms of externalities. 
However, significant changes have occur- 
red which should affect our relationship 
with, and usefulness to, Sir George Wil- 
liams University in the immediate future. 

While certain projects sponsored by our 
Association, of benefit to the University 
family, were repeated during our fiscal 
year just ended, such as the K. E. Norris 
Memorial Lectures, the Spring and Fall 
Graduates’ Receptions and further devel- 
opment towards establishing branches of 
our Association in Ottawa and Toronto, 
most of the energies of both your Board of 
Directors and the Executive Committee 
have been directed towards planning for 
the future. 

Several events during the past year are 
worthy of recognition and record at this 
time. Mr. Robert C. Rae was installed as 
Principal and Vice-Chancellor of our 
University on 19th October 1962 to replace 
Dr. Henry F. Hall who, fortunately for 
the University, remains on the faculty 
after retiring from that office. The Asso- 
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ciation of Alumni conferred Honorary Life 
Memberships in the Association on three 
members of the Board of Governors, 
Messrs. J. Burr Frosst, J. Harmon An- 
drews and Lt. Col. S. C. Holland, and Mr. 
Douglass B. Clarke and Professor J. W. 
Bridges of the University. All these gentle- 
men have contributed much of their time, 
energies and experience, over many years, 
in the best interests of Sir George. It is 
especially gratifying to note that Mr. D. B. 
Clarke has been a member of our Associa- 
tion and, in fact, one of its founders. 

The University announced formally its 
plans to build a $20,000,000 extension to 
the University building. 

The financial statements will indicate 
some of the reasons for a conservative 
program during the past twelve months. 
While the Silver Aniversary Reunion was 
an outstanding success in most of the 
important ways it did, however, place the 
administration under some financial strain. 
Also, the various changes instituted in the 
production of our official publication, THE 
PosteRaD, added to our financial burden, 
but these are now things of the past.

The Self-Study Committee, under the 
very capable chairmanship of Peter Pitsi- 
ladis, in submitting its report early last 
Fall, has stated clearly the course our 
Association must follow.

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POTPOURRI 


PRINCIPAL RAE has recently an- 
nounced that the final properties required 
to complete the site of the new building 
have now been acquired and that there is 
immediate prospect of final clearance from 
City Hall to enable the work to get under- 
way in the fairly-near future. Too, consul- 
tations with the Provincial Government 
concerning financing have been continued 
with assurance being given of the conti- 
nuing support necessary for the work to 
proceed in planned stages. After the 
initial set-backs encountered, this is good 
news indeed. 

Alumni will be interested to know that 
two of the members of the Engineering 
Department have received invitations to 
participate in Summer Conferences in the 
U.S.A.: Mr. GRAHAM MARTIN has 
been selected as a participant in the 1963 
Summer Conference on Computer Science 
at the University of Oklahoma, at Norman 
Okla., sponsored by the National Science 
Foundation. ASST. PROF. M. IQBAL 
has been accepted to participate in the 
Summer Institute on Heat Transfer and 
Gas Dynamics, Oklahoma State Univer- 
sity, Stillwater, Okla., sponsored. by the 
National Science Foundation. Subse- 
quently, Asst. Prof. Ipbal will travel to 
Japan, India, Pakistan, Greece and Ger- 
many before returning to Sir George in 
September. 

Prof. Arthur Lermer has just returned 
from attending the 6th International Con- 
gress of Economics on ‘‘the Problems of 
National Economies’? held in Rome, 
Italy, during April. He presented a paper 
to the conference which was very well- 
received according to another participant 
in the conference and further attested to 
by no-less-distinguished a personage than 
the Italian Minister of Finance in a 
personal letter of appreciation to him. 


A major item of interest at the present 
time are the proposals for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Administrative and Academic 
structures of the University. 


If the Board of Governors approves of 
these recommended proposals, it is anti- 
cipated that they will be implemented as 
soon as possible, i.e., by next Fall or by 
January 1, 1964, if all preliminaries can 
be accomplished by that time. In addition 
to certain Administrative changes in the 
structure of the Vice-Principal’s Office, the 
chief effect will be to create separate 
Faculties of Arts, Science, Commerce and 
Engineering, each with its own Dean and 
Faculty Council. It is proposed to make 
provision for the election of some members 
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of these Councils from among the ranks 
of Associate Professors, Assistant Profes- 
sors and Lecturers on the full-time staff 
of the University. 

The present Faculty Council will be 
replaced by a University Council and 
there will be a new Board of Graduate 
Studies which will be responsible for all 
programmes of graduate study when these 
are established in the future. If this 
reorganization is accomplished, it will do 
much to alleviate the present pressures 
which have built up as a result of the great 
increase in the number of students in 
recent years. 

Work is already proceeding in the 
Annex which will result in an appreciable 
increase in class-rooms, office-space, etc. 
It is understood that the full-time staff of 
the Commerce Division will be moving to 
these new quarters as will the headquarters 
of the staff in English 201 and English 211 
—Assoc. Prof. Tobias, Asst. Prof. Belkin 
and Company. 


One change which should be of interest 
to former students has been the reduction 
in time of the current Summer Session. As 
everyone must be aware by now, it has 
been reduced from thirteen weeks to nine 
weeks in order to give more time between 
Sessions for both students and staff and 
to give the administrative services an 
opportunity to “clear the decks’’ for 
subsequent action. This is in the nature 
of an experiment and may be changed if 
it is found to be unsatisfactory.

It is now three months since the death 
of our beloved friend and colleague, Pro- 
fessor Philip T. R. Pugsley. 

Needless to say, his passing has sad- 
dened all of his friends and colleagues, 
both within the University, which he 
loved and served so well as Senior Profes- 
sor of the Commerce Division, and without 
its walls where he was widely known and 
respected by members of the business 
community in which he worked as a 
Chartered Accountant. Too, his service as 
a member of City Council, his membership 
and high offices in the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce, in Kiwanis and other organi- 
zations and clubs, made him well and 
favourably known to a much larger circle 
of friends and acquaintances than is true 
of most of us. 

Yet, much as he valued these other 
relationships, it was his connection with, 
and involvement in, Sir George that had

only fair to say that he was responsible, 
with the able assistance of his full-time 
staff and the dozens of part-time lecturers 
whom he recruited, for the amazing 
growth of the Commerce Faculty which, 
in terms of course-offerings, numbers of 
students and quality of the degree, has 
become one of the largest and most 
important of the Faculties of Commerce 
in Canada.

It remains only to extend to his good 
wife and dear companion, and to his 
parents and relatives, the heartfelt sym- 
pathy of this academic community in 
which he was so important and valuable 
a member. May the knowledge that his 
passing is keenly felt by all who knew him 
serve to assuage their continuing sorrow 
for his untimely demise.

“Tt is not our feelings for one another 
that have made us first and second-class 
citizens. Neither is it the formal training 
that we receive in English and French 
institutions of learning. It is, rather, the 
arrangements reached in business and 
industry which have neglected the devel- 
opment of the individual for the sake of 
expediency.” 

He said that if the question of inter- 
group relations is placed in proper perspec- 
tive “we shall eventually change our ways 
to suit the requirements of our population.

We must therefore work together to bring 
these changes about and thereby strength- 
en our national unity.” 

The minister said it was 
obvious to many French-Canadians that 
language differences have much to do with 
our integration into industrial, commercial 
and financial activity and with our 
eventual access to key positions. 

“Until recently, we had not given much 
attention to the problem of language 
differences. French-Canadians accepted 
too easily that they were inadequate in 
the face of urban life and industrialization. 

“Since, in Quebec, others held the posi- 
tions of entrepreneurs and technocrats, 
members of our elite traditionally shunned

industry and commerce to become profes- 
sionals, teachers, priests, politicians, civil 
servants, or, at the most, small business- 
men.” 


“Many Persons,’ Says Speaker 


Undoubtedly, said Mr. Gérin-Lajoie, 
French-Canadians had many reasons to 
blame themselves for not being in industry. 
But the fault was not entirely theirs.

“Urban French-Canadians are not only 
the product of their distant history, the 
admonition of their leaders and their own 
culture. They have lived in a Canadian 
society which, it appears to them now, 
never found the means of giving them a 
part to play which called for a full measure 
of their characteristic resourcefulness.” 

The minister asked: ‘‘Shall we find the 
means, now and in the future, for all our 
young people in Quebec, each according to 
his capabilities and legitimate aspira- 
tions )”’ 

This, he said, could not be accomplished 
soon or easily on all fronts. 


“Natural Tendency’ Is Noted 


“All of us might have the natural ten- 
dency to say that people have the success 
they deserve. If this were so, should not 
French-Canadians be able to integrate 
into the technical and administrative levels 
of corporations in proportion to the per- 
centage of population they represent in 
Quebec ? For this to be accomplished, they 
must, however, overcome a_ language 
barrier.

its validity being demonstrated, ultima- 
tely, by some tangible proof, in order for 
it to be retained within the framework of 
what is acceptable as a scientific truth. 
Thus it is not inconsistent for a scientist to 
accept, as a working hypothesis, the con- 
cept of God. The extent to which he 
requires proof of the validity of his hypo- 
thesis and its persistence, will be largely 
an individual matter. What is invariant 
among scientists, however, is that what is 
accepted as being true, must be true 
universally or it is not true amywhere. 
This test is, therefore, a sufficient test to 
safeguard against inconsistency in the 
application of the scientific method even 
to things allegedly temporal. Science must 
not make exceptions to the rigorous appli- 
cation of the precept, for if it makes an 
exception in one instance, why not in 
more than one, or whenever one has a 
mind to. 

There are many arguments for and 
counter-arguments to the views which 
I have expressed and I have used a large 
number of words to say this: I feel that 
it is inescapable, that as one probes more 


deeply into the realm of science, one tends 
to be less positive about anything. One 
learns to adopt the position which is 
supported by the greatest weight of 
evidence, realizing full well that new 
evidence might well undermine, if not 
totally destroy, a position which we held 
formerly.

AN ADVENTURE 
IN RESEARCH 
by Kurt Jonassohn 

Assistant Professor, Dept. of Sociology 

Our editor has asked me to write an 
article on my research project. While I 
agreed to do this, | was puzzled as to how 
I could write this in such a way that it 
would be of general interest, since I can 
hardly expect people from most other 
disciplines to be interested in the more 
technical details. I therefore decided to 
tell you of a small incident of the kind one 
cannot plan on, but always hopes for. 

Last fall I received, together with 
Professor H. D. Kirk from McGill, a grant 
for a three-year study of ‘“‘The Incidence 
of Etiology of Psychological Difficulties 
in Adopted Children’. The descriptive 
phase of this study tries to find out some- 
thing about the demographic characteris- 
tics of the general child population in 
comparison with those of the population 
of adopted children. Difficulties are defi- 
ned rather broadly by us to include any- 
thing that comes to the attention of the 
“helping professions’’—from reading and 
learning difficulties, to minor behaviour 
problems, to psychiatric disturbances, and 
to juvenile delinquency. In this first phase 
of the study we also want to establish 
whether any of these difficulties occur 
more frequently among adopted children 
than among all children—a rather tall 
order. 

The second phase of the study is ana- 
lytic in nature and not dependent on the 
results of the first phase. Broadly speaking 
we are asking: what is the etiology of those 
difficulties which do occur. In this phase 
we are trying to test a series of hypotheses; 
some of which are based on a theoretical 
framework of our own, as well as some 
advanced in the 


which have been 
Jiterature. 

So much for the content of the study. 
The story | want to tell now concerns a 
Jetter which I found myself writing to a 
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member of a zoology department. This 
story illustrates not only the dysfunctions 
of sharp separations between disciplines, 
but also shows that in research as well as 
in most other endeavours one ought not to 
discount entirely the importance of sheer 
luck. 

Last January I made a quick one-day 
trip to Ottawa to talk to people in various 
government departments in order to see 
what was available in the way of data from 
these sources. In the Vital Statistics 
Branch of the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics I was talking to a man who was most 
interested in my problem and trying hard 
to help; but he simply had no information 
which was useful to my project. Almost as 
an after-thought he asked me whether I 
knew of the work of Dr. X in Chalk River. 
I thought he was making polite conversa- 
tion, since I could not imagine what 
possible relevance the work of the Atomic 
Energy of Canada Ltd. could have to my 
problems. He gave me some reprints and 
a brief summary. It turns out that Dr. X 
is a geneticist interested in problems of 
inheritance, radiation effects, and muta- 
tion. (Still not a very promising lead!) 

Dr. X’s problem was that he wanted to 
study these problems in a human popula- 
tion. It appears that there are practically 


no data availabie which permit such a 
study of a human population. The vital 
statistics registration act makes it compul- 
sory to report births, deaths, marriages, 
and certain diseases associated with child- 
birth. But these are individual records 
which do not give family histories which 
would make it possible to trace inherited 
characteristics. Dr. X studied the matter 
and decided that there were certain 
technical aspects of the vital registration 
system in Canada which would make it 
uniquely possible to construct family 
records from the individual records. He 
devised a system and tried it out on the 
records of British Columbia for a five-year 
period. The details of the system would 
take too long to describe; suffice it to say 
that he used a special coding system and 
a computer to Jink the individual records 
into family records. This system of record 
linkage turned out to work and he got 
some valuable information from the 
results. 

In studying the reprints, I found that 
he used not only that part of the vital 
records which he needed for his purposes, 
but also kept in the records all of the 
demographic characteristics which they 
routinely contained. Now there was no 
problem in seeing the relevance of this 


work to my problem: for a limited time 
and space there now exists a set of records 
which is unique in that the unit of analysis 
is the family rather than the individual. 
I wrote to Dr. X at once and found that 
he is on Jeave of absence to a department of 
zoology in the U.S.. But, in due time, 
I received a delightful answer from him. 
He says that it would require only a minor 
reorganization of file sequence to extract 
information on adopted children and 
adoptive families. Further, he is only too 
glad to have someone use the demographic 
information which he has found no excuse 
to use in his own work. He will be back 
this summer and invites me to visit him 
for further discussion and to work on 
his data. 

To appreciate this story it is important 
to realize that no such records exists any- 
where for a human population. If Dr. X 
were a social scientist I would have had no 
excuse for not knowing of his work. As it 
is, I am extremely unlikely to become 
aware of his publications; there is little 
enough time to keep up with the journals 
in my own field without attempting to 
read in such esoteric subjects as radiation 
genetics. Thus, the trip to Ottawa was 
fruitful beyond all expectations.

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EXCERPTS FROM 
RAE’S CONVOCATION 
REMARKS 


Recently I have been admiring the 
handsome portraits of the graduating class 
displayed in certain prominent windows 
along St. Catherine Street; slightly marred, 
I must confess, by the inclusion of pictures 
of some of us from the faculty and ad- 
ministrative staff. We have enjoyed seeing 
you visually in the academic procession 
this evening and I must state that I am 
always impressed by the fine looking, 
intelligent and able group that appears at 
each of our Convocations. 

There are some other details with regard 
to this particular graduating class which 
I now propose to share with you. There 
are 479 different persons in this graduate 
body for two of you have received two 
degrees this evening. Two hundred and 
thirty-seven of you have completed the 
degree requirements in the Day Division 
and two hundred and forty-two concluded 
undergraduate work in the Evening 
Division. A remarkable parallelism in this 
most parallestic of institutions of higher 
learning. 

The ladies have had the normal position 
with regard to representation in university 
bodies; about three out of ten of the 
graduates are from the fairer sex. That is, 
there are 106 ladies and 373 gentlemen in 
this fine group. But there are certain 
amalgamations that have taken place, as 
ever has been the case; 191 of you are 
married; 150 husbands and 41 wives, 
which quickly seems to be somewhat out 
of line with the usual even balance. I am 
aware that the marital group will be 
considerably increased during the next 
few days as many marriages are planned, 
including that in which our Valedictorian 
will have a prominent place. We offer 
congratulations and best wishes to these 
happy couples. 

In terms of age I will be careful to make 
no distinction between the ages of men 
and women. The youngest graduate will 
be twenty years of age on July 4th while 
the oldest is 56 years, considered to be 
early middle age in these particular times. 
The largest group in the age areas is: as

was to be expected, in the 21 - 24 year 
olds, but twenty-nine of you are twenty 
or less and some twenty-one of you admit 
to having passed forty years. 

In terms of occupation, for those who 
have been permanently employed during 
your undergraduate days, mostly in the 
Evening Division, of course, the largest 
single group is that of teachers; numbering 
forty all told. Many of you are office 
managers, accountants, bookkeepers, 
salesmen and engineers. The list of occupa- 
tion is as varied as that to be found in the 
working world of Montreal and its sur- 
rounding environs. Only ten admit to 
being housewives and perhaps this indi- 
cates the current social situation where 
husband and wife share the domestic 
duties. 

Two of you are brothers and I suggest 
that these two have well exemplified 
gentlemenly qualities and have accepted 
leadership responsibilities in serving fellow 
students. I refer, of course, to Dan and 
Jim Coates. Twenty-nine of you received 
part of your secondary education in the 
Sir George Williams High School and 
nineteen of you graduated from that 
important school which is rendering great 
educational service to this community. 


A last word to the graduating class as 
this Convocation draws to its close. We 
do wish you well and will be pleased to 
hear of your activities from time to time. 
A university’s reputation rests on many 
things, but among the most important 
contributions to its standing, as an 
institution of worth and respect, is the 
example set by its graduates. We know 
that you will gain credit for yourselves and 
reflect favourably on your alma mater. 
I beseech your interest and support of 
Sir George in the days to come; we need 
your encouragement and aid in the 
developments that lie before us. May you 
have a full share of challenging opportu- 
nities and happiness; God bless you all.

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ASTRONOMY GOES IN 
FOR COLOUR

The Astronomy classes this year are 
being shown for the first time some 
magnificent lantern slides recently produc- 
ed in colour photography. These pictures 
were made possible by a technique devel- 
oped at the Mount Palomar Observatory, 
using mainly the 200-inch telescope. It 
arose, as has so often happened in various 
fields of science, from what was merely a 
hunch on the part of a member of the 
Observatory photographic staff, William 
Miller. We have always seen faint colours 
in stars—the hot blue stars, cool red stars 
—but Miller had an idea that much more 
vivid colouring ought to be revealed in 
many other celestial objects. He considered 
that this might be recorded by long expo- 
sures through the world’s most powerful 
telescope, using some of the fast-recording 
colour emulsions recently made available. 
Those in charge of the crowded schedule 
of the 200-inch instrument were persuaded 
to allot time to try out the idea. After two 
years of experiment Miller perfected a 
technique resulting in these glowing pic- 
tures of nebulae and galaxies. The human 
eye will never be able to see the vivid 
colours by direct observation, but the 
giant telescope has caught them. While the 
scientific value of the pictures is not imme- 
diately apparent, they show for the first 
time that the astronomical universe is, as 
the original announcement said, ‘‘a region 
of awesome beauty.”
